CALIF. FINANCE HEAD SHOT 


2 Caught After Terrorizing 3 States 


TONOPAH, Nev. (UPI) —Two 
desperate ex - convicts, 
who 
blazed a trail of terror across 
three states, surrendered meek­ 
ly today shortly after releasing 
a California state official and 
his 
family 
held 
hostage 
24 
hours. 


The capture of Carl Cletus 
Bowles, 
24, 
and Wilford 
M. 
Gray, 
30, 
ended one 
of the 
West’s most spectacular crime 
sprees, which began last Mon­ 
day at Eugene, Ore., about 600 
miles northwest of here. 


The pair was tapen immedi­ 


ately to Sacramento. Calif., for 
arraignment this afternoon. 


During the five-day reign of 
terror, nine persons were kid­ 
naped 
as 
hostages, 
including 
California 
Finance 
Director 
Hale Champion, 42, his wife, 
Marie, 39, and their daughter, 
Katherine, 19 months. 


Covered Wide Area 


Authorities said Bowles and 
Gray also were suspected of 
having raped and robbed an 
Oregon motel clerk, held up a 
Portland, Ore., bank of $13,400, 
killed a deputy sheriff n e a r 


Springfield, Ore., held up a gas 
station here, and stolen an un­ 
determined number of vehicles. 


Authorities said $4,368 in cur­ 
rency w'as found on the fugi­ 
tives when shot - gun - wielding 
California 
highway 
patrolmen 
seized them as they hitch-hiked 
along U.S. Highway 6 inside the 
California line. They wore west- 
ern-stvle clothing reported sto­ 
len a short time earlier from a 
store in Mina, Nev. 


The three-state chase of the 
fugitives turned in this direction 
when they were spotted by Ton 


opah police. It then ranged in 
an area from Basalt to Coaldale 
to Mina to Benton Station, all 
about 50 miles north and west 
of Tonopah. 


The dramatic hunt extended 
from desolate desert to piney 
mountain country studded with 
tiny towns and mining camps. 


The final hours of the cat ana 
mouse game were played with­ 
out Champion, second highest 
paid California state official. He 
was released here following a 
shooting incident at a gasoline 


station in which he was shot in 
the leg. 
“I wasn’t shot by a law offi 
cer or one of the fugitives,” 
Champion said. ‘‘It was a Tono­ 
pah vigilante.” 


The “vigilante” was a card 
dealer in a casino who stepped 
outside when he heard the fugi­ 
tives shooting and fired into the 
back of the car in an attempt 
to halt the suspects.
